uenture. But nothing ſo taunting as that in 
Salomon, Where be Whore is mockt for a vo- 
tarie, and ſhe that offered her ſelfe to other 
mens luft, yet is ſet out for a Saint with offe- 
rings of peace to God,Prou.7.14. 1 hope ther- 
fore all good people will priuiledge me by theſe 
holie preſidents ; yea j} an ſure of this that 
wone Will frnde fantt with me, but ſuch as firft 
finde a fault mthemfelues, ani to ſuch 7 pro- 
feſſe my ſe!fe indeede aPreacher, and to haue

all the dignitie, beautie, dutic of a ver- 
tuous Wite and holie woman, The diuell 
atthe firſt began his temptation by prai- 
fing of the woman, by telling her, thar if 
ſhe knew her ſelfe, the wanted but one 
thing to make herlike God;And fromthe 
diuel(I think )it comes,that ſo many men 
ſince,in cuery age, haue ſo wantonly be- 
ſtowed their time,their wits,their pennes, 
and ſometime their penſils roo, cither 
vainely to magnihe,or vily tocmbale the 
dignitic of women; the cauſes of which 
follieI take to be thele,cither for that ge- 
nerally they did notknow them, and then 
they wrote fooliſhly,or for that ſomtime 
they doted on them), and then they prai- 
ſedimmoderatly,or elſe for that ſomitime 
they hated them, and then they railed fu- 
riouſlic: But there are,to ratifie the pre- 
ſent diſcourſe and praiſe of women,three 
things,firſt God; by whoſe ſpirit it was 
conceiued: ſecondly Bath/hebaa woman, 
by whoſe mouthitwas taught: thirdlie, 
Salomon a man, yea the wileſt ofmen, by 
whoſe penirt was cndited, that is to ſay, 
Godinſpired itinto the mother, the mo- 

ther

ther taught it to Salomon her ſonne, and 
then Sa/omon her ſonne publiſhrt it to the. 
world : therfore it we ſpeak of the know- 
ledge of a good woman, who knoweth 
her better than ſhe her ſelfe > who know- 
eth her better than man that liveth with 
her? yea who knoweth her ſo well as God 
thatmade her? Againe,itin this deſcrip- 
tion any thing might ſeeme too much in 
praiſe, it was nota woman, bur a man that 
wrote it; it any thing might ſceme too 
orieuous or burdenſome in precept, it 
was not a man, but a woman that impo- 
ſed it; orif any thing might ſeeme cither 
too much,or too little, or otherwiſe than 
it ſhould be,it was neither man nor wo- 
man,but God that firſt direed it: and 
thus in onedeſcription ofa vertuous wite 
and holy woman(which isnot in any 0- 
ther author,nor yet elſewhere inany part 
of Scripture) wee haue a man, a woman, 

yea God himlelf,andal out of one mouth 
ſpeaking and conſpiring ; She that hath 
cares to hearelet her heare. 

In the tenth verſe ofthis Chapter, Sa- 
lomon makes proclamation, YVVho ſhall

finde a vertuous woman? which yet impor- 
tethnot(as S.:Aupuitize noteth )lauenten- 
a mmpoſſibuitatem, ſed difficultatem,Not as 
ifto finde a vertuous womanwerea mat- 
ter of impoſlibilitie,bur yet for all thar, a 
thing of ſome difficultie; and therfore he 
crieth her with her marks ; She w:l doe ber 
huſband good,and not eurll ; She riſerh while it 
1 yet might ; She putteth her hands to the 
wheele ; She ftretcheth out her hands to the 
poore ; She openeth her mouth with Wiſedome, 
&c. Thus ſhewing ſometime what ſhee 
doth,ſometime what ſhe is, ſomtime what 
ſhe is worth;and ſomtime whar ſhe is like, 
as here; Ste u like a ſhip,8c. 

She is indeed, and yertſhe ſcarſe is,and 
therefore becauſe ſhe is foſcarſe, it was 
ncedfullro ſhew,not only what the is, bur 
alſo what ſhe is like too; for how ſhall he 
finde her, thatneuer ſaw her, that neuer 
had her, that ſcarſe heard of her, how 
ſhall he find her, but by ſome ſenſible re- 
ſemblance of her? and therefore as Can- 
tic. .whenthe Church cried her husband, 
(7 charge you; 0 daughters of Jeruſalem, 
if you finde my welbeloned,&C. ) ſhe deſcri-

bed him by reſemblance: Ayibelbeloued 
1 White and ruddte, the chiefeit of ten thous 
ſand, bis head « like gold, hu eyes like doues, 
bis cheekes like a bed of ſpices, his lippes like 
likes, his legges like pillers of marble, euerie 
thing was like ſomething ; ſo of the ver- 
tuous woman it is {aid heere, that ſhe is 
like a ſhippe; and Prou.12. ſhe is like a 
crowne, and in the Canticles ſometime 
like a Roſe, ſometimelike a Lilie, ſome- 
time like a garden of flowers, ſometime 
like a ſpring of waters: In a word, ſhe 
is like to many things, bur as-it is faid 
verl.10. Pearls and precious ſtones are not 
hike to her.

though comfortable and ioytull for the 
time, yetlaſting only for a time, a help to 
hold him vp & comfort him, during this 
tranſicory,ſhort,and troubleſome pilgri- 
mage; butthe there is another,a happier, 
amore laſting mariage with the Lambe, 
which neither departure, diuorce, nor 
dearh can ſeparate, and for this wee muſt 
forſake father , mother, wife, children, 
goods, lands, &c. for this the liuing muſt 
renounce his life, the King muſt leaue his 
crowne, the Bridegrome muſt leaue his 
Bride, and the Bride nut leaue herbed, 
becauſe for this the Saints doe crie; {ome 
Lord Jeſus,come quickly. | 

But as the ſaying is inthe (chooles,S:- 
militudo non currit quatuor pedibus : Many 
things may be like, yet nothing like in all 
things. Therfore though a woman in ma- 
ny things be like a ſhip,yetin ſome things 
ſhe muſt be vnlike,and ſome qualitieg of 
aſhip ſhe muſtnor haue; As for examplg 
one {hip may belong to many Merchats,” 
and one Merchant may be ownerin ma- 
ny ſhips; yetneither may one woman di- 
uide

uideher loue to many men,nor one man 
divide himſelfe to many women, therfore 
Lamech fpake with great incongruitie, 
yea it was like falſe Latin whenhe ſaid, 
Heare yee Wes of Lamech,Genel 4.23. for 
wiues admitno pluralitie when they bee 
conſtrued with one husband, becaule (as 
the Prophet faith) though God ar the 
firſt had abundance of ſpirit, yet he made but 
one;Mal.2. but one woman of one rib, for 
the helpe and comfort of one man. 

Secondly,ofall the goods which men 

poſſeſſc,onely a ſhip cannotbe houſed: a 
man hath a ſhop for his wares,abarnefor 
his cornea cheſt for his mony, & a houſe 
wherein to hide his head, but no caſe to 
couera ſhip ; but ſo mult not a vertuous 
woman bee, for itisa note of the ynchaſt

T hirdly,a ſhip of all things is moue- 
able,and carried with the winde ; but ſo 
muſt not a good woman be, for of the ill 
woman it is ſaid,Prouerbs 5. Herpaths are 
moueable, thou canſt not know them: She is 
inconſtant,light headed,and vaine, now 
ſhe loues,anon the hates,now ſhe obeies, 
anon (he rebels; gentle and kinde to day, 
crooked and vnkinde to morrow ; for ſhe 
fajles but by guſts, that allher goodneſle 
takes her by fits, like the good daies ofan 
ague: and whereas Ruth ſhewed-more 
goodnes at her latter end thanat her be- 
ginning,anill wite ſheweth more good- 
neſſe in oneday of her beginning, thanin 
ſeuen yeeres other latter end: therefore 
ſuch muſt reraember what Sa/omon ſaith 
efthe good woman here, {he grraeth ker 
loynes with flrength,that is,her miade with 
ſtaicdnes and conſtancie,ver.17.and yerl.

But of all qualities a woman muſt not 
haue one quality ofa ſhip,and tharis,coo 
much rigging. Oh whata wonder itisto 
ſeea ſhip vnder faile, with her tacklings, 
and her maſts,and her tops, and top gal- 
lafts, wich her vpper deckes, and her ne- 
ther deckes, and ſo bedeckt ; with her 
ſtreames,flagges,and enlignes,and [ know 
not what; yea but a world of wonders it 
isto ſeea woman created in Gods image 
ſo miſcreate oft times & deformed, with 
her French,her Spaniſh, and her fooliſh 
falhions, thathe that made her when hee 
lookes vpon her ſhall hardlie know her, 
with her plumes, her fannes, and a filken 
vizard,with a ruffe like a faile, yeaa ruffe 
like a rainebow, witha feather in her cap 
like aflag in her top,totell(Ithink)which 
way the winde will blow.

The 
Kings daughters allglorious Within,Ptal.q5. 
and as ſhips whichare the faireſt in ſhew, 
yetare not alwaies the fitteſt for vie; ſo 
neither are women the moreto be eſtce= 
med, but the more to bee ſuſpected for 
their faire trappings. Yet wee condemne 
not ingreaterperſonages the vle of or- 
naments; yea wee teach that filuer,{ilkes, 
and gold were created not onely for the 
neceſhty,but alſo for the ornament-of the 
Saints,in the practiſe whereof Rebeccah a 
holy woman is. noted ro:haue recciued 
from J/aac a holy man cuencarings,abil- 
liments, 
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ments, and bracelcts of gold, Geneſ.24. 
Therefore this it is wee teach for rules of 
- Chriſtian ſobrierie, that ifa woman ex- 
ceede ncither decencic infaſhion, nor the 
limits ofher ſtare & degree, and that ſhe 
bee proud ofnothing, wee ſee no reaſon, 
but ſhe may weare anything. 

It followeth: Swe zs lthe a ſhips Burt what 
ſhip 7a ſhippe of Merchants; no doubra 
great commendation, For the kingdome 
otheaticn islike a Merchant, Mat. 13, and 
Merchants haue bin Princes, Efay 23-and 
Princes are Gods,Pſal.82. The Merchant 
is of all men the moſt laborious for his 
life, the moſt aduentrous in his labour, 
the moſt peaceable vpon the ſea,the moſt 
profitable to the land,yea the Merchant 
is the combination and vnion of lands 
and countries.She is like a ſhip of Merchants; 
thorefore firſt to bee reckoned(as ye ee) 
among the Laitie; not like a fiſhermans 
| boare, not like S. Peters ſhip, for Chriſt 
didcall no ſhe Apoſtles. Indeediriscom- 
mendable ina womanwhen ſhe is able by 
her wiſedome to inſtru her children, 


and to'giue at opportunities good coun-

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ſell to her husband-: but when women. . 


ſhall rake ypon them (as many doe) to 
build Churches, and to chalke out diſci- 
pline for the Church, this is neither com- 
medable nor tolerable,for her hands(faith 
Salomon )- mu#t handle the ſpindle, verl.1g.

nothing butto pleaſe the cyc, no longer. 
to be liked than they be looked on, yea ſo 
ynprofitableand diflolute in the houle,as 
no man would thinke them to bee wiues, 
but that atmealeshe findes them fitting 
at the ypper end ofthe table: whereas of 
the good wife itis ſaidheere, that /he wwl/ 
doe her huſband good,and not emill, verſ.12. 

Again,the Merchantis apaintull ſhip, 
and the muſt bee apainfull wite; not like 
a runving Pinnace to skoure from coaſt 
to coaſt, from houſe to houſe, as many A>" 
thenian women do, who giue themſelues 
to nothing, but idly & wantonly to heare 
and tel newes; forhethat hath ſuch a wife 
may thinke himſelfe married to an lntel- 
ligencer ; whereas S. Paul aduiſerh ſuch 
bufic bodics to gouerne their owne hou- 
ſes,r.
